under the name Paul DeLucia on 9-27-28, at Chicago, Ilinois. 

He reportedly served a two-year sentence in Italy for killing a man 
in 1917. Following his release, he is reported to have killed another 
man.in Italy and then fled to the United States. He was tried in 
absentia and received a sentence of 21 years’ imprisonment for this 
murder. 


De Lucia maintains a $150, 000 summer home at 
River Forest, Tllinois, and winter home at Miami Beach. He is 
married, has two sons. and one married daughter. On 12-31-43, 
De Lucia was sentenced in New York City to.10 years and $10, 000 
fine for violation of Anti~Racketeering Act, and was paroled from 
U.S. Penitentiary, Leavenworth, Kansas on 8-13-47. 


In June, 1957, his U. §S. citizenship was revoked, 
Since it was established he had obtained this citizenship by 
fraud. Deportation proceedings are pending. Convicted of income 
tax evasion in May, 1958, he surrendered early in July, 1959, to 
start serving a three-year sentence.

PERSONAL HISTORY AND BACKGROUND 


A review of the files of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, Chicago, Illinois, reflected 
that Paul De Lucia was born July 10, 1€98 at Apricena, 
Italy, and that he entered the United States on August 
19, 1920 aboard the S. S. Ryndam, wnich left Boulogne, 
Prance, on August 1, 1920. He was born and entered the 
United States under the name of Paul ‘9; lio. His appli- 
cation for citizenship papers reflects th.t he changed 
his name to De Lucia and that he gave as his reason for 
doin,, so the fact that he had been married under that 
name . 


De Lucia was naturalized on September 27, 1928 
in the United States District Court, Chicago, Illinois, 
Case Docket Number 55072. His Petition for Naturalization 
reflects that his mother's maiden name was Nunzio Maria 
Torelli. It further reflects that he was married on 
January 3, 192/ to Nancy De Lucia, who was born in Naples, 
Italy, on October 2, 1905. The Immigration and Natural- 
ization Service file reflects that De Lucia stated he 
came to Chicago in September ov 192) and had resided 
there continuously up to the time of the filing of this 
petition. He gave his occupation as manager of a 
. restaurant at 905 South Halsted Street, and pave nis 

mi employer as William Coseran, 991 South Halsted, Chicago, . i 
Tilinois. De Iuvcia's home address at this time was 
given as 1920 West Monroe Street.

Records of another Government agency reflect 
that De Lucia, in 1942, listed his home address as €12 
North Lathrop Avenue, iver Forest, Illinois. The records 
further reflected that he was 
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LS Listed as three years of high school. His occupation 
is Listed as speculator and his 1941 income as $68,041.33. 


When interviewed on October 1, 1947 by Agents 
of the Chicago Office, Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
De Lucia stated that he was unusually Lucky as a gambler 
between 1929 and 1943, and that this was his main business 
until 1943 and he was sent to prison. 


According to the records of Hill's Reports, 
Incorporated, a Chicago credit agency, under File 
Number 76898, dated November 25, 1933, De Lucia was 
Vice President of the World Amusement Corporation, 
which company operated the “World Playhouse", a sound 
picture house at 410 South Michigan Avenue specializing 
in foreign made pictures not ordinarily run in other 
theaters, He was identified with this business since 
its inception in 1933 but took no active part’in the 
management, 


According to records of the Chief United 
States Probation Officer, Northern District of Illinois 
De Lucia resided at 812 Lathrop Avenue, River Forest, 
Illinois, and was employed as a farmer (1,100 acre farm 
in Kendall County, Illinois, which farm was purchased in 
L942 through Mr. W. L. Cusick, Room 402, Joliet Building, 
4 Hast Clinton Street, Joliet, Illinois, a real estate 
dealer in farm property). 





CRIMINAL ACTIVITIES 


It was reported that Paul De Lucia was well 
known in underworld circles in Chicago as a racketeer 
and gangster and was formerly a minor figure in the 
Capone gang. On February 25, 191.6 information was 
received that De Lucia attended many social functions 
from 1927 through 1930 given by Al Gapone in his New 
Lexington Hotel headquarters at 22nd and Michigan, 
along with the following individuals, all of whom are 
alleged to be members of the old Capone Organization 
and the present alleged Syndicate:

In 193). the Chicago Office, Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, received an anonymous typewritten letter 
dated September 30, 193 and signed "A Poor Baker", 
stating that Paul Ricca was wanted in Naples, Italy, 
for murder, This letter also stated that Ricca was a 
Capone gangster and allegedly controlled the Italian 
Bakers Association and assessed them one-half cent on 
every pound of bread under threats of burning their 
trucks and other acts of terrorism. 


According to information received from the 
United States Treasury Department in 19110, De Lucia 
was considered a lieutenant of Al Capone and also one 
of the nine men listedas comprising the Grand Council 
of the Sicilian underworld in the United States,

According to an article by Clem Lane in the 
"Chicago Daily News" dated July 10, 1943, Paul Ricca 
was reported to be a protege of Frank Nitti. This 
article further stated that after arriving in this 
country from Italy, De Iucia first became a waiter 
in a restaurant in the neighborhood of Taylor and 
Halsted Streets, and subsequently in a restaurant at 
Harrison and Wabash, where’ -he met Capone, Nitti, and 
others of the Capone gang. The article reflected that 
Nitti was impressed with De Luciats ability and 
installed him as a confidential aid; that De Lucia 
rose rapidly in the inner circle of the Capone gang 
and that his anonymity was an asset in the activities 
of the gang. 


It was reported in 1943 that the gambling 
syndicate and labor rackets were controlled by the 
same individuals. The following individuals, members 
of the so-called syndicate, were noted as engaged in 
labor racketeering;

Records of the Circuit Court of Cook County 
reflect that De Iucia, under the name of Paul Ricca, 
together with Murray Humphreys, Louis Romano, Frank 
Nitti, Thomas Panton, Frederick Evans and Louis 
Greenberg, was indicted by the Cook County Grand 
Jury for conspiracy on October 18, 191.0. The records

Iwo indictments were filed March 18, 193, 
by the Federal Grand Jury, Southern District of New 
York, One indictment charged a violation of Section 
420, Title 18,United States Code, which is commonly 
known as the Anti-Racketeering Act. This indictment 
charged in substance that on or about June 18, 193), 
and continuing thereafter to March 18, 1943 the 
following defendants,

conspined to obtain by coercion and violence the payment 
of more than $1,000,000 from the moving picture industry. 
The indictment alleged that Browne and Bioff were 
officials of the International Alliance of Theatrical 
Stage Employees in the capacity of President and Personal 
Representative of the President, and that Nicholas 
Gircella was connected with the union as an international 
representative. The indictment alleged that as part of 
the conspiracy the Chicago group of defendants, composed 
of De Lucia, Campagna, D'Andrea Gioe, Maritote and 
Pierce, as well as John Rosselli of Los Angeles, 
California, dominated and controlled the actions of the 
above union through Bioff and Browne. 


lt was charged that as part of the conspiracy 
all of the above indicated defendants received money 
from the movie industry as protection to prevent the 
defendants from obstructing the production, distribu- 
tion and exhibition of motion pictures throughout the 
United States. 


All of the defendants in question were also 
indicted for devising a scheme to defraud members of 
the International Alliance of Theatrical Stage 
Employees by inducing members to contribute two per 
cent of their annual salary into a fund called the 


~ Poa 


Two Per Cent Assessment Fund, allegedly for the benefit 
of the union but actually for the personal benefit of 
the above defendants. 


On December 22, 1943, De Lucia was found 
guilty on the Anti-Racketeering indictment and on 
December 31, 19143, United States District Judge John 
Bright, New York, sentenced him to ten years! 
imprisonment and $10,000 fine. 


The mail fraud indictment against De Lucia 
was subsequently nol prossed and the case was closed. 


In September, 19117, at the specific request 
of Attorney General Tom Clark a special investigation 
was conducted in connection with alleged irregularities 
in the parole of De Lucia on August 13, 19l7. 


On June 16, 1918, De Lucia was arrested by 
the United States Marshal at his home at812 Lathrop 
Avenue, River Forest, Illinois, on a warrant issued 
by the Parole Board directing that he be taken into 
custody of the United States Marshal and removed to 
a federal prison later to be designated to await hearing 
by the Parole Board for the parole violation charges 
against him. His attorney William Scott Stewart, 
filed an application for a writ of habeas corpus for 
his release and on the same date after a hearing on 
the writ De Lucia was released on $10,000 bond ona 
writ of habeas corpus issued by Federal Judge Michael 
L. Igoe in Federal District Court, Chicago, pending 
a hearing on the government's motion to guash the 
petition for the writ, with United States Attorney 
Otto Kerner, Jr., Chicago, taking the position that 
the court had no jurisdiction in this case 


On November 11, 1914.8, Judge Igoe in giving 
his decision on the De Lucia hearing overruled the 
government's position that the court had no juris- 
diction in this case and gave the government ten 
days to answer the charges advanced by Attorney 
William Scott Stewart, who argued that the federal 
parole warrant was issued by the Parole Board without 
reliable information that De Lucia had violatei his 
parole. 
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On December 8, 191.9 the United States Court of Appeals, 
seventh Circuit, rendered an opinion in this matter affirming 
the judgement of the United States District Court Judge Michael 
Le Igoe directing the release of De Lucia on a writ of habeas 
COPpUS. 


. A news item appearing in the "Chicago Tribune” on 
April 27, 1950 indicated that the United States Supreme Court 
on April 26, 1950 had extended the time in which the govern- 
ment may file an appeal from the decision of the United States 
Court of Appeals upholding the release of De Lucia. The news- 
paper article related that on December 8, 191.9 the Appeals 

Court had upheld the decision of the lower court and on 
February 1, 1950 had refused to reconsider the matter. Although 
Lawrence J. Miller, Assistant United States Attorney, Chicago, 
had previously advised that no further action was contemplated 
against De Lucia, the newspaper article indicated that Assistant 
United States Attorney Miller had apparently reconsidered the 
matter and was contemplating filing an appeal with the United 
States Supreme Court. 


IDENTIFICATION RECORD 


De Lucia'ts identification record under Federal Bureau 
of Investigation Number 83251, dated June 15, 1943 reflects that 
Paul De Lucia was arrested by the United States Marshal, Chicago, 
Illinois, on March 21, 1943 on charges of extortion and postal 
fraud. The record further reflects that De Lucia was sentenced 
to ten years! imprisonment and fined $10,000 on the extortion 
charge while the mail fraud charge was later nol prossed. 


De Lucia was fingerprinted by the United States Marshal, 
Chicago, Illinois on June 18, 198 and again by the Chicago, 
Illinois Police Department, however no charges were listed. On 
October 3, 1950 De Lucia was arrested by the Chicago Police 
Department on a charge of general principles but no disposition 
is shown. He was arrested by the United States Marshal, Chicago, 
Tllinois on November 2, 1950 charged with violation of parole 
put again no disposition is listed, On April 2h, 195 he volun- 
tarily submitted a criminal registration with the Miami Beach, 
Florida Police Department. He was last fingerprinted by the 
United States Marshal at Chicago on March 6, 1957 on an income 
tax charge. 


The records of the Chicago Police Department Bureau of 
Identification, Record Number C-l.348, reflect the arrest of 
De Lucia under the name Paul Viella on January 23, 19¢e7 on a 
charge of general principles and indicate that he was subsequently 
released. The records further reflect that as Paul Ricca he was 
arrested at New York, New York, on June 11, 1930 as a suspect. 
No disposition was shown as to this arrest, 





These records further reflect that.as Paul 
Ricca he was arrested on November 5, 1930 for 
disorderly conduct and discharged on the same date; 
on April 19,1932 under the name of Paul Ricca he was 
arrested for disorderly conduct and discharged April 
30, 1952; on Novenber 2, 1932 under the tiame Paul 
Ricca he was again arrested for disorderly conduct and 
discharged November 16, 1932. 


These records also reflect that De Lucia was 
arrested by the Sheriff's Office at Chicago in September, 
1940 on a conspiracy charge, which was nol prossed on 
June 23, 191.

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Columnist Drew Pearson in his syndicated 
column appearing in the Chicago "Herald American" of 
October 17, 1950, described De Lucia as a member of 
the Northern Council of the International Mafia. On 
June 9, 1951, the "Chicago Tribune" named De Lucia 
in a list of prominent underworld figures whose 
income tax returns were under investigation by the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue. It was reported on 
June 21, 1952, in the Chicago “Herald American" 
that Paul De Lucia and Louis Campagna paid to the 
Federal Government $4+,212.64 a few days earlier so 
as to seal the identities of those who contributed 
$190,000 through their attorney to settle a tax 
claim against them. It was this payment that 
cleared the way for their parole in 1947. 


On December 15, 1952, Francis J. Curry, 
516 Western Avenue, Joliet, Illinois, was interviewed 
by Bureau Agents. During this interview he admitted 
that he regarded Paul De Lucia as a.close friend and 
associate and admitted that he had visited De Lucia 
during the time De Lucia was confined in Leavenworth 
Penitentiary. While De Lucia was in prison, Curry 
ran De Lucia's farm in Kendall County, and with the 
money received from the produce he paid off the 
mortgage on the farm and made necessary purchases for 
the farm's improvement. De Lucia owes Curry approxi- 
mately $14,000 to $17,000, but Curry admits that he 
has not discussed this matter with De Lucia inasmuch 
as to do so would probably void De Lucia's parole, 
and since he knows De Lucia as a trusted friend, he 
is not at all concerned over the debt.

Chicago, advised that he was investigating the 
history of Paul De Lucia looking for possible proof 
that De Lucia had falsified his naturalization 
papers and thus might be subject to deportation. In 
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his naturalization proceedings, De Lucia claimed he 
was born in Apricena, Italy, as_Paul Maglio and that 
his father was Enrico Maglio. claims that he 
had established that there was actually a Paul Maglio 
who immigrated to the United States at about the time 
De Lucia claims to have come to this country. 


However, the Immigration and Naturalization 
service had a theory that De Lucia was actually born 
in or around Naples, Italy, as the son of Antonio 
De Lucia, and that he secured the name of Maglio upon 
entering i an by some manner which was yet 


unknown. admitted that this was actually only 
a theory at this point, but claims it was supported 
Qo. so he fact that De Lucia named his 
and according to Italian custom, ee 
the first son is named after the paternal grandfather. b7C 






is indicated that the grandfather was 
[instead of Enrico Maglio. 
O have some information which indicate 
lucia'ts marriage record casts doubt upon his being 
Paul Maglio as he claimed. 


The "Chicago Daily News" of May 17, 1954, 
reported that the Immigration and Naturalization 
service was looking into the possibility of deporting 
De Lucia. De Lucia always insisted he was born 
in Chicago of Italian immigrant parents but the 
Government uncovered evidence that he was born in 
Italy. 


According to the "Chicago Sun-Times" of 
May 18, 1954, the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service stated that De Lucia came to the United States 
from Italy by way of France in 1920 and that he 
obtained his citizenship in 1928. However, in the 
interim, he had been arrested in Chicago and New York 
for carrying concealed weapons. The article went on 
that a Government spokesman stated that if De Lucia 
lied about or concealed those arrests he might now 
be subject to deportation. 
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The "Chicago Daily News" of June 18, 195k 
reported that De Lucia had on June 1h, 195 appeared 
before the Immigration Examiner in answer to a 
subpoena but refused to testify on constitutional 
grounds. 





On June 18, 195). the Government obtained 
an order from Federal Judge Win:. J. Knoch ordering 
De Lucia to appear before the Immhgeration officials 
on June 29. After several attempts to serve De Lucia 
with the cawt order, he finally accepted service and 
the time of his appearance was continued to September 


28, 195h.

The "Chicago Tribune" of September 29, 
1954, reported that De Lucia invoked the fifth amend- 
ment of the Constitution on September 28, 195), when 
he refused to answer fifteen questions posed by the 
Federal Immigration and Naturalization Service. Judge 
Win J. Knoch of the United States District Court at 
Chicago had issued an order directing De Lucia to 
answer questions concerning his birth, his entry into 
the United States and his naturalization, but De Lucia 
upon advice of his counsel answered only two questions 
when he gave his name and his reSidence address. 


The "Chicago Tribune” of October 17, 195) 
reported that De Lucia purchased a $75,000 home in 
Miami Beach, using his correct name. This article 
gave the location of the house as 1385 Pine Tree 
Drive, one of the "swankiest" sections of Miami 
Beach. Before purchasing the house, according to 
the newspaper, De Iucia complied with local police 
régulations by registering as an ex-convict with 
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Fhe Police Department on April 27, 195lL, at which time 
he showed his last arrest in Chicago was 1950 on a 
vagrancy charge. The deed transferring title of the 
property from Anthony Salerno to De Lucia is dated 
May 11, 195k. 


According to the "Chicago Tribune" on 
November 5, 195i, the Miami Beach Police Department 
detailed plainclothes officers to maintain a sur- 
veillance over De Lucia's new home in that city.

On November 5, 1955, the "Chicago American" 
reported that Paul Ricca, who was sought for question- 
ing in the murder of Willie Bioff, left Chicago the 
evening before Bioff's mrder. The newspaper reported 
that it had learned that he sold his home at 812 Lathrop, 
River Forest, to Sam Saad, who was the proprietor of a 
home appliance business and who told reporters that he 
did not know Ricca or Ricca's (DelLueia) true identity. 


The paper continued that the Department Chief 
of Police, Peter Stewart in Miami Beach, Florida, told 
the "Chicago American" that De Lucia was known to use 
two addresses in that city: 4385 Pine Tree Drive and 
a business location as 20 Lincoln Road. 


On November 15, 1955, information was recéived 
that De Lucia no longer held any power or authority 
with Chicago hoodlums and he was in retirement with the 
mob taking care of him. 





The "Chicago Daily News" on March 26, 1956 
reported that Paul De Lucia won his fight against 
the Federal Immigration and Naturalization Service 
on that date when the government dropped its effort 
to obtain a court order forcing him to answer 
questions about his naturalization. The court found 
that immigration officials cannot subpoena and question 
naturalized citizens in a search for evidence that 
might lead to taking away their citizenship. 


On May 3, 1956 Chief Bernard Gerard of the 
River Forest, Illinois, Police Department advised 
that De Lucia had returned to River Forest from 
Florida, on a part-time basis, and lived in a new 
home at 1515 Bonnie Brae, River Forest. 


The "Chicago American" reported on October 
10, 1956, that a petition was filed on that date in 
Federal éourt in Chicago, charging that De Lucia 
obtained his citizenship in 1928 by lying about his 
name, his family history, his arrival in the United 
States and his criminal record. 


In early November of 1956 [i of the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service in Chicago 
advised that his service had established through 
investigation in Italy that Paul De Lucia had never 
been a priest in Italy as it had been alleged many years 
ago. Actually, De Lucia assumed the identity of 
one Paul Maglio for the purpose of entering this 
country. This Paul Maglio, whose identity Paul 
De Lucia assumed, actually studied one year in an 

i seminary. The government, according to 
is hopeful of proving that Paul De Lucia 
here in Chicago is identical with Paul Maglio, who, 
in turn, is identical with Felice De Lucia of Naples, 
Italy, who had been convicted of murders in Italy.

According to the "Chicago American" on 
October 23, 1956, the residents of River Forest, 
Illinois, are much concerned over the fact that 
De Lucia had constructed a $150,000 mansion in their 
town at 1515 Bonnie Brae Road. This article reports 
that the building was being constructed by William B. 
Cohan Associates, 624 South Michigan Avenue, and that 
the building constituted a trust fund, number 1932, held 
by the First National Bank of Oak Park, Oak Park, 
Iilinois. fhe mansion was described as being three 
floors, the first floor of which would house servants! 
quarters. The second and third floors would contain 17 
rooms. In connection with the building, four garages 
were construsted. ) 


On December 13, 1956, the "Chicago Daily \ 
News" reported that two Internal Revenue Agents and \ 
an accountant were called before the Federal Grand ' 
Jury in the beginning of an investigation into the 
income tax affairs of De Lucia. 


The "Chicago Tribune" on December 12, 1956, 
stated that the inquiries into De Lucia's tax payments 
probably would be based on an inguiry into his net | 
worth and that would take into consideration the new 
$150,000 home he built in River Forest. : / 
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On February 5, 1957, the "Chicago Tribune" 
reported that Judge Waiter J. LaBuy denied De Lucia's 
motion for a summary judgment in the deportation 
proceedings, ruling that the Government had a case. 
He set the hearing for April 8, 1957. 


The "Chicago Daily News" of February 22 
1957, reported that Frank Curry of Joliet, Tllinois, 
and Garl T. Hoffman, Attorney for the Miami Beach 
Kennel Club, and Max Silverberg, a concessionaire of 
Sportsmans Park Race Track in Cicero and of some 
Florida dog tracks, were scheduled to appear before 
the Federal Grand Jury in De Lucia's income tax 
investigation. Scheduled to appear later in the 
week were John R. Johnston of Jacksonville, Florida, 
brother of William H. Johnston, the Sportsmans Park 
official, Hugo Bennett, Auditor for Sportsmans Park 
and Miami Beach Kennel Club, Edward Me Bride of Coral 
Gables, Florida, Head of Continental Press, a race 
news information service, and Robert Hart, boss of 
the Mutuel Department at Sportsman Park and the Miami 
Beach Kennel Club. 


The "Chicago Daily News" of February 26, 
1957, reported that De Iucia has refused to answer 
any questions concerning the two murder convictions 
in Italy in a federal court deposition. De lucia 
admitted only his name and his address, 1515 Bonnie 
Brae, River Forest. He also refused to answer a 
guestion concerning the changing of his name from 
Paul Maglio to Paul De Lucia in 1928, whike making 
out a petition for naturalization. 


1957, reported that from the proceedings in

According to the "Sun-Times", De Lucia's 
first recorded crime in Italy was the killing of a 
man in a family feud, but because the court found 
there was grave provocation, he was sentenced only 
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The "Chicago Daily News" of March 28, 1957, 
reported that De Iucia stood upon the Fifth Amendment 
on February 20, 1957, in a denaturalization proceedings 
when asked 103 questions about himself. Federal Judge 
Walter J. La Buy gave De Lucia three days to answer 
under threat of being cited in contempt. 


The "Chitcago Tribune” of April 8, 1957, 
reported that the government's action against De Lucia 
for revocation of his citizenship would reach the trial 
stage that date. 


On April lh, 1957, the "Chicago Tribune” 
reported that De Lucia explained having $300,000 in a 
tin box which he hid in a rafter of his home in 193 
before he went to prison in the movie extortion case. 
An attorney, Joseph Bulger, testified that De Lucia 
gave him. akey to this box and explaindd that De Lucia 
did not trust his wife with the money. De Lucia 
used the story of the hidden $300,000 to explain his 
expenditures since his release from prison. | 


The "Chicago Daily News" of April 9, 1957, 
in reporting the denaturalization proceedings against 
De Lucia, reported that one Paul Maglio, a 58 year. old 
Ltalian immigrant, testified that De Iucia used his 
name to gain entrance into the United States. Maglio 
denied that he was in any way related to De Lucia. He 
stated that his passport obtained in February, 1920, 
was in the hands of a travel agent in Naples, Italy, 
until the day before he sailed. 


The "Chicago American" of April 10, 1957 
reported that Lieutenant David J. Purtell of the 
Chicago Police Crime Laboratory testified that De 
Lucia had signed the name Paul Maglio on his 1928 
citizenship application. 


The "Chicago Tribyme”™ on April 11, 1957, 
reported the testimony of Mrs. Margaret Perrillo 
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Terribile, who testified that she came to this country 
in 1922 and settled in Brooklyn,New York. She said 
that in the. spring of 1957 federal agents visited her 
and asked for the deposition about her brother's 
murder. Soon afterwards, she was visited by a 
"stranger,'' and when the federal men next saw her, 

she and her husband were frightened. She testified 
that her brother, Amelio Perrillo, was killed by a 
Felice De Lucia in the town of Ottaviano, near Naples, 
Italy, when she was 15 years old. 


The "Chicago Sun-Times" of April 11, 1957, 
reported that the government closed its case on 
April 10, 1957, and the defense rested. Judge LaBuy 
instructed both prosecution and defense to submit 
briefs. 


The "Chicago Tribune" of April 12, 1957, 
reported that Italian newspapers have indicated that 
Italy does not want De Lucia in the event he is 
denaturalized and deported. 


The "Chicago Daily News't of April 15, 1957, 
reported that De Lucia on that date entered a plea of 
not guilty to charges that he evaded $128,346 in 
income taxes for 194%8~1950. In the tax indictment 
De lucia is accused of failing to list a total of 
$277,765 in income. 


On June 9, 1957, the "Chicago Tribune" 
reported that on June 8, 1957, Judge Walter J. LaBuy= 
ruled that De Iucia had obtained his United States | | 
citizenship by fraud and that thus his citizenship | 
is invalid. LaBuy ordered that a formal order 
denaturalizing De Lucia and revoking his citizenship 
be submitted by the government in ten days. This } 
move would clear the way for his deportation to his 
native Italy through administrative order of the 
United States Attorney General. f 
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De Lucia at the same time was given ten days 
to show cause why he should not be punished for 
contempt for refusing to answer 103 questions relating 
to his background in connection with the trial of the 
case. The News article stated that it was expected 
there would be an appeal of the denaturalization order. 


The "Chicago American" of June 10, 1957, 
reported a ruling on the pleas of De Lucia to avoid 
prosecution for income tax evasion was put over to 
June 24, 1957, by Judge Knoch. The trial date, if 
any, would not be set until September 23, 1957, due 
to judicial vacations. — 


“The "Chicago Sun-Times" of June 12, 1957, 
reported that a formal order revoking De Lucia's 
en was signed by Judge LaBuy on June ll, 
LO Ve 


On June 17, 1957, the "Chicago Tribune", 
reported that two Detroit locals of the teamsters 
union have pw chased the palatial summer home of 
De Lucia at Long Beach, Indiana, for a reported 
price of $150,000. Owen (Bert) Brennan, Business 
Agent for Local 299, said that the union planned 
to use the estate as a school for business agents 
and as a picnic ground. The paper related that this 
local was the home local of James R. Hoffa who was 
facing trial on a charge of attempting to plant a 
spy among employees of the Senate subcommittee 
investigating Labor racketeering. 


The "Chicago Tribune" on June 18, 1957, 
reported that the village board of Long Beach, 
Indiana, an exclusive residential resort, northeast 
of Michigan City, has denied permission to use he 
De Lucia estate as a school #6r business agents and 
as a picnic ground. 
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On June 29, 1957 the "Chicago Tribune" 
reported that Judge Win J. Knoch denied six out of 
seven motions by De Lucia'ts defense attorney, 
William Scott Stewart, in the income tax matter.

Service, Chicago, Illinois, reveal that PAUL DE LUCIA was 
porn on duly 10, 1898, at Apricena, Italy. He entered 
the United States on August 10, 1920, aboard the &. S. 
Hyndam. which left Voudogne, France on August 1, 1920. 

é was born, and entered the United States, under the 
name of PAUL MAGLIO. His application for citizenship 
papers reflect that he has changed his name to DE LUCIA 
and the reason for doing so was the fact that he had been 
married under that name. 


DE LUCIA was naturalized on September 27, 1928 
at U. S. District Court, Chicago, Tilinois, Case Docket 
Number 55072. In his petition for naturalization, his 
wother's maiden name was listed as NUNZIO MARTA TORELLI, 
He was married on January 3, 1927, to NANCY DE LUCIA, who 
was born in Naples, Italy on October 2, 1905. 


The records of Immigration and Naturalization 
Service also revealed that DE LUCIA came to Chicago in 
September, 1920, and has résided there continuously up 
to the time of the filing of his petition for citizenship 
papers. His occupation was listed as manager of a 
restaurant at 905 South Halsted Street. His employer was 
listed as WILLIAM COSERAN, 901 South Halsted Street, 
Chicago, Illinois; and DE LUCTA'S home address at that 
time was 4920 West Monroe Street, Chicago; Tllinois. 


On February 16, 1942, DE LUCIA was residing at 


812 North Lathrop Avenue, River Fo litnois, with 
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his occupation te that of a speculator and his yearly “~~ 
income for the 12 months prior to July, 1942 was $68,041.33. 





The records of Hill's Reports, Inc., a Chicago 
credit agency, under File Number 76898, dated November 25, 
1938, reflects that DE LUCIA was Vice+President of the 
World Amusement Corporation, which agency operated the 
‘orld Playhouse,” a sound picture house at 410 South 
Michigan Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, speclalizing in 
foreign-made pictures. DE LUCIA was identified with this 
pusiness since its inception in 1933, bub took no active 
part in its management. 


On October 1, 1947, DE LUCIA claimed that he 
was unusually lucky as a gambler between 1929 and 1943, 
and that this was his main occupation until 1943 when 
he was sent to prison, 


The records of the U. S. Probation Office, 
Northern District of Tilinols, reveal DE LUCIA'S residence 
to be 812 Lathrop Avenue, River Forest, Illinois, and 
his employment was listed as farming of a 1,100 acre 
farm in Kendall County, Illinois, which farm was pure 
chased in 1942 through Mr. W. LL. CUSICK, 4 East Clinton 
Street, Joliet, Illinois, a real estate dealer in farm 
property. | 


On December 15, 1952, FRANCIS J. CURRY, 516 
Weston Avenue, Joliet, Illinois, claimed that he regarded 
DE BUCIA as a close friend and associate and that he 
visited DE LUCIA during the time he was confined in the 
Levinworth Penitentiary, CURRY operated DE LUCIA'S 
farm in Kendall County while DE LUCIA was in prison: and 
paid off the mortgage on the farm and made necessary 
purchases for the improvement of the farm. CURRY claimed 
DE LUCIA owed him approximately $14,000.00 to $17,000.00, 
which matter he has not discussed with DE LUCIA, and that 
he is not concerned at all over the debt.

Records of the Circult Court of Cook County 
veflect that DE LUCIA, under the name of PAUL RICCA, | 
together with LOUIS ROMANO, MURRAY HUMPHREYS, FRANK NITTI, 
THOMAS PANTON, FREDERICK EVANS and LOUIS GREENBERG, were 
indicted by the Cook County Grand Jury for conspiracy, on 
October 18, 1940. This indictment grew out of the allered. 
“taking over" of the Bartenders Union by the above indie 
viduals. Mr. GEORGE B, McLANE, former offictal of 
Bartenders Union, Local 278, Chicago, Illinois, gave 
testimony that these individuals had taken over the union. 
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On March 18, 1953, two indictments were 
filed by the Federal Grand Jury, Southern District of 
New York, one indictment charged a violation of Section 
420, Title 18, United States Code, which is known as 
the Anti-Racketeering Act. This indictment charged, in 
substance, that on or about June 18, 1934, and continuing 
thereafter to March 18, 1943, the following individuals,

The indictment alleged that BROWNE and BIOFF 
were officials of the TATSE (International Alitance of 
Theatrical §8$ag¢ Employees) in the capacity of President 
and Personal Representative of the President and that. 
NICHOLAS CIRCELLA was connected with the Union as an 
International Representative, 


The indictment also charged that as part of the 
conspiracy, the Chicago group of defendants, composed of 
DE LUCIA, CAMPAGNA, D'ANDREA, GIOQE, MARITOTE and PIERCE, 
as well as JOHN ROSSELLI, of Los Angeles, California,

dominated and controlled the actions of the above 

union through BIOFF and BROWNE. It was charged that as 
part @ the conspiracy, all of the defendants received 
money from the movie industry as protection to prevent the 
defendants from obstructing the production, distribution — 
and exhibition of motion pictures throughout the United 
atates. 


Also, the defendants were indicted for devising 
a scheme to defraud members of IATSE by inducing members 
to contribute two per cent of their annual salary into 
a fund called the "Two Per Cent Assessment Fund,” 
allegedly for the benefit of the union, but actually for 
the personal benefit of the defendants. 


On December 22, 1943, DE LUCIA was found 
guilty on the anti-racketeering indictments, and, on 
December 31, 1943, U. §. District. Judge JOHN BRIGHT, 
New York Gity, sentenced DE LUCIA to ten years imprison~- 
ment and $10,000.00 fine. The mail fraud indictment against 
DE LUCIA was subsequently nolle prossed. 


On dune 16, 1948, DE LUCIA was arrested by the U. S&S. 
Marshal at his home in River Forest, filinois, on @ 
warrant issued by the Parole Board, directing that he be 
taken into custody of the U. &. Marshal and removed 
to a Federal Prison to await hearing by the Paroie Board 
for the parole violation charges against hin. 


DE LUCIA'S attorney, WILLIAM SCOTT STEWART, filed 
an application for a writ of habeas corpus for his 
release and DE LUCIA was released, on June 16, 1948, on 
$10,000.00 bond and a habeas corpus was issued by 
Federal Judge MICHAET L. IGQE, Chicago, Tilinots, pending 
a hearing on the Government's motion to quash the 
petition for the writ with the U. S. Attorney's Office, 
taking the position that the Court had no jurisdiction 
in this case. an 


On November 11, 1948, Judge IGOE overruled 
the Government's position that the Court had no juris~ 
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diletion and gave the Government ten days to answer the 
charges of DE LUCIA'S attorney who argued that the Federal 
parole warrant was issued without relilabie information 
that DE LUCIA had violated his parole. 


On December 8, 1949, the U. S. Court of Appeals 
affirmed the judgment of Judge IGOE, directing the 
release of DE LUCIA on a writ of habeas corpus. 


The Chicago Tribune, on April 27, 1950, carried 
areus item to the : Brace Ghat the U, S. Supreme Cours, 
on April 26, 1950, had extended the time in which the 
Government may file an appeal from a decision of the 
U. S,. Gourt of Appeals upholding the release of DE LUCIA. 
The newspaper article reflected that the Court of Appeals 
had upheld the decision of the lower court, and, on 
February 1, 1950, had refused to reconsider the matter, 


On November 15, 1955, it was reported that 
De LUCIA, who was then residing in Miami Beach, Florida, 
no longer held any power or authority within the 
alleged Gambling Syndicate and was supposed to be in 
retirement with the mob taking care of hin.

During the period of 1949 ~ 1951, DE LUCIA was 
in frequent contact with TONY ACCARDO and LOUIS CAMPAGNA and 
was believed to have considerable power and influence 
among these underworld figures. 


The Chicago Tribune of January 23, 1955 reported 
that DE LUCIA Stionied the $20,000.00 wedding reception of 
PATRICIA KATHERINE MOORE, daughter of CLAUDE MADDOX, with 
alias JOHN MOORE, on Saturday evening, January 22, 1955, 
at the Club Hollywood, Franklin Park, Tllinols. ‘The 
article deserlbed MADDOX as "the aging GAPONE hoodlum who 
now is overseer of labor rackets for the Crime Syndicate." 


On June 7, 1955, DE LUCIA arrived at Miami, 
Florida, on Eastern Airlines Flight 907, which flight 
originated from Chicago, Illinois. DE LUCIA was accom= 
panied by ANTHONY RICCI, FBI Number 277249A, and 
JOSEPH FISCHETTI, a member of the CAPONE Syndicate. 


On duly 4, 1956, ANTHONY ACGARDO, the alleged 
head of the Chicago Orime Syndicate, held a lawn party 
at his residence at River Forest, Illinois. Among the 
automobiles observed was one bearing Florida Tag 1-12671, 
which is listed to P, DE LUCIA, 4385 Pinetree Drive, 
Miami.Beach, Florida, for 1956 Studebaker Hardtop. 
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LEGITIMATE AND ILLEGITIMATE BUSINESS ACTIVITIES 
Columnist DREW PEARSON, in his syndicated 


column appearing in the Chicago Herald American, of 
October 17, 1950, deseribed Be LUGTA as a member of the 
Northern Council of International Mafia. 


The Chicazo Tribune, on June 9, 1951, named 
DE LUCIA in a List of prominent underworled figures 
whose income tax returns were under investigation by the 
Burean of Internal Revenue. The Chicago Heraid American, 
on June 21, 1952, reported that P and 
LOUTS CAMPAGNA paid to the Federal Government $44,212.64 
a few days earlier so as to seal the identities of those 
who contributed $190,000.00 through their attorney to 
settle a tax claim against them, 


The article claimed that it was this payment 
that cleared the way for their parole in 1947.

-A vepresentative of the electrical union contacted the 
Northwest Electrical Gontracting Company and requested 
$1,500.00 in order that this company could be placed . 
on the "fair" list, stated that he would take ae 
care of the matter through DE LUCIA and no money was a 
ever paid to the representative and the company's rame 
was placed on the "fair" list. 


On another occasion, the Northwest Electrical 
Company contracted for a position in Wheaton, Tilinols, 
which is outside of the jurisdiction of Local 134 of the 
electrical workers and a representative of the electrical 
union, Local 701, contacted the contracting company and 
demanded five per_cent fee before permitting the company 
to begin work, again stated that he would take 
the matter up w E LUCIA and no money was ever paid 
to the union and the company was permitted to continue 
with the work.

‘The "Miami Beach Sun," (a newspaper), on 
August 21, 1957, carried an article to the effect that 
the Senate Rackets Committee Counsel ROBERT F. KENNEDY 
of Washington, D. C., related that one of JAMES R. HOFFA'ts 
Teamsterst Union Local checks was used for the purchase 
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of property of PAUL "The Waiter **RICCA » and that the check all 


bore the endorsement of PAUL DE LUCIAT™ The article related 
that the Senate Rackets Committee alleged that HOFFA's 
Teamsters' Union Locals paid +3150,000.00 for the country 
estate of PAUL RICCA. This news article further informed 
that HOFFA told a committee he had never met RICCA, and 
could find no trace of his name in the deal for the property, 
and further informed that the property was not purchased 
from PAUL RICCA. HOFFA, according to this article, however, 
said that the estate near Chicago was bought by the union 
for the purpose of setting up a school to be used for 
instruction of union officials, particularly in the phase 

f handling welfare and pension funds.

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his occupation is that of a speculator and his yearly 
income for the 12 months prior to July, 1942 was $68,041.33. 


The records of Hill's Reports, Inc., a Chicago 
credit agency, under File Number 76898, dated November 25, 
1938, reflects that DE LUCIA was Vice-President of the 
World Amusement Corporation, which agency operated the 
"World Playhouse,” a sound picture house at 410 South ~ 
Michigan Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, specializing in 
foreign-made pictures. DE LUCIA was identified with this 
business since its inception in 1933, but took no active, 
part in its management. 


On October 1, 1947, DE LUCIA claimed that he 
was unusually lucky as a gambler between 1929 and 1943,- 
and that this was his main occupation until 1943 when 
he was sent to prison. 


The records of the U. S. Probation Office, 
Northern District of Illinois, reveal DE LUCIA'S residence 
to be 812 Lathrop Avenue, River Forest, Illinois, and 
his employment was listed as farming of a 1,100 acre 
farm in Kendall County, Illinois, which farm was pur- 
chased in 1942 through Mr. W. L. CUSICK, 4 East Clinton 
street, Joliet, Illinois, a real estate dealer in farm 
property. 


On December 15, 1952, FRANCIS J. CURRY, 516 
Weston Avenue, Joliet, Illinois, claimed that he regarded 
DE LUCIA as a close friend and associate and that he 
visited DE LUCIA during the time he was confined in the 
Levinworth Penitentiary. CURRY operated DE LUCIA'S 
farm in Kendall County while DE LUCIA was in prison and 
paid off the mortgage on the farm and made necessary 
purchases for the improvement of the farm. CURRY claimed 
DE LUCIA owed him approximately $14,000.00 to $17,000.00, 
which matter he has not discussed with DE LUCIA, and that 
he is not concerned at all over the debt. 


In December, 1953, DE LUCIA claimed he was 
completely inactive, having sold his farm in Kendall 
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
